Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jorneus 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,196,842). 

Jorneus discloses a bone screw having a screw head, shank and a thread 
formed on the screw shank of a plurality of turns characterized in that starting from the 
free end of the screw shank towards the head, a first screw thread portion with a 
smooth cutting edge extending toward the screw head, comprising three turns, a 
second screw thread portion extending from the first screw thread toward the screw 
head and is formed in its cutting edge with recesses. The recesses of the second screw 
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thread portion relative to the angular length in circumferential direction are increased 
compared to the second screw thread from the free end because the screw gets wider 
in diameter. There is also a third screw thread portion extending from the second screw 
thread, which has recesses. The second screw thread and in the third screw thread 
every 360 degrees three recesses are formed (see Figure 2). The recess extends as a 
chord toward the screw shank from the cutting edges of the second screw thread 
portion and of the third screw thread portion and joins in an arc again the cutting edge. 
The screw shank is considered to be in cylindrical and tapered form (see Figure 1 
below).

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Response to Arguments 

The amendments filed on September 16, 2008 do not overcome the prior art. 
The definition of turns is not clearly defined. Each turn is interpreted by the examiner as 
every one degree of change with respect to a tangential line is considered a turn (e.g. 
one revolution of a screw has 360 turns). It is recommended that this term be further 
defined in the claim. It is also suggested to further define the recess, (i.e. Describing it 
in a way to explain that the thread has a certain width extending from a shaft of the 
screw, and the recess having a depth that does not reach the shaft and wherein the 
second and third screw portions have three recesses formed every 360 degrees.)
